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INTERNATIONAL  CERTIFICATES  OF  VACCINATION  AGAINST 
SMALLPOX  AND  CHOLERA 

During  the  year  3,473  certificates  were  authenticated  by  the  Health 
Department. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 

Two  hundred  and  nineteen  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  notified 
during  the  year  and,  of  the  total  notifications  received,  1 85  were  attributed  to 
measles  and  21  to  infective  jaundice.  There  were  two  cases  of  food  poison- 
ing, two  cases  of  dysentery,  one  case  of  typhoid  fever  and  one  case  of  menin- 
gitis. 

Infective  Jaundice 

At  the  end  of  January  I was  informed  by  the  Secretary  of  a local  primary 
school  that  several  of  the  pupils  were  suffering  from  Infective  Jaundice. 
I visited  the  school  with  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  and  general  advice 
was  given  concerning  the  mode  of  spread  of  the  disease,  particular  attention 
being  placed  upon  the  importance  of  maintaining  a high  standard  of  hand 
hygiene  amongst  the  children.  The  washrooms  and  toilets  were  inspected 
and  arrangements  made  for  regular  spraying  of  W.C.  cubicles  including 
toilet  seats,  door  handles,  etc.  with  " Resiguard  " — a compressed  air  spray 
being  lent  to  the  school  for  this  purpose.  The  kitchen  was  also  inspected 
and  the  staff  alerted  to  the  early  symptoms  of  the  disease;  instructions  being 
given  to  cease  work  if  unwell. 

The  Headmaster  was  advised  to  inform  the  parents,  in  writing,  concerning 
the  premonitory  symptoms  and  to  suggest  to  them  that  their  children  should 
be  kept  at  home  pending  the  opinion  of  the  family  doctor  if  any  suspicious 
symptoms  should  develop. 

Due  to  the  long  incubation  period  of  the  disease,  sporadic  cases  occurred 
until  the  late  Spring,  the  hygienic  precautions  at  the  school  being  continued 
until  the  end  of  the  Summer  term. 

Food  Poisoning : 

(1)  Salmonella  Agona. 

The  above  case,  a young  married  woman,  occurred  just  before  the  Christ- 
mas holiday  period  in  a busy  hotel  restaurant,  in  the  Mid-Sussex  area. 
Although  the  patient,  who  was  employed  as  the  Hotel  Cashier,  had  not  been 
directly  involved  in  food  handling,  the  situation  was  somewhat  complicated 
by  the  fact  that  she  was  married  to  the  Head  Waiter  and  immediately  prior  to 
her  illness  had  taken  almost  all  her  meals  in  the  hotel.  Bacteriological  screen- 
ing of  all  the  restaurant  staff  was  carried  out  with  negative  results  but  it  was 
necessary  to  keep  the  Cashier  and  her  husband  under  surveillance  until 
negative  specimens  were  obtained  from  the  former  some  four  months  later. 

(2)  Salmonellosis  in  Farm  Animals 

Several  outbreaks  were  reported  by  the  District  Veterinary  Officer. 
Farm  workers  and  their  families  were  investigated  by  the  Public  Health 
Department  and,  where  necessary,  specimens  were  submitted  to  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory. 

(3)  Investigation  of  Suspected  Food  Poisoning 

On  the  3rd  March  a telephone  message  was  received  from  the  Proprietor 
of  a restaurant  in  the  Mid-Sussex  area  requesting  a visit  from  a Public  Health 
Inspector  in  connection  with  an  alleged  incident  of  Food  Poisoning  follow- 
ing a small  family  party  at  his  restaurant.  On  enquiry  the  clinical  picture  was 
more  indicative  of  virus  gastroenteritis  but,  the  consumption  of  tuna  fish  at 
the  meal  with  its  associated  connotation  in  the  public  mind  of  possible*  mercury 
poisoning,  necessitated  a full  investigation.  Stool  specimens  from  the  four 
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victims  which  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  proved,  as 
anticipated,  to  be  negative  for  pathogenic  bacteria.  Several  tins  of  tuna  fish 
were  then  dispatched  to  the  Public  Analyst  for  investigation  with  regard  to 
possible  metallic  contamination  and  in  due  course  a satisfactory  report  was 
received.  The  Proprietor  of  the  restaurant  was  informed  and  it  is  presumed 
that  tuna  has  now  reappeared  on  the  menu. 

* Note:  An  outbreak  of  mercury  poisoning  attributed  to  the  consumption  of  tuna 
fish  obtained  from  waters  contaminated  with  industrial  waste,  was  reported 
earlier  in  the  year  from  Japan. 


Typhoid  Fever 

The  patient,  a man  of  50  years,  was  admitted  to  Cuckfield  Hospital  with 
unexplained  pyrexia  on  the  23rd  July  having  returned  home  on  the  9th  from 
a motoring  holiday  in  Spain  and  Portugal.  Salmonella  typhi  was  isolated 
on  26th  July  and  the  patient,  who  had  been  nursed  in  a side  ward  since  the 
day  following  admission,  was  then  transferred  to  Foredown  Hospital. 
Arrangements  were  made  for  the  screening  of  all  family  and  nursing  contacts. 

Typhoid  fever  is  an  eminently  preventable  disease  and  all  travellers 
should  obtain  protection  against  typhoid  fever  by  immunisation  before 
venturing  abroad,  including  visits  to  continental  Europe. 

Sonne  Dysentery 

One  of  the  above  cases,  the  two-year-old  child  of  a House  Surgeon  at  a 
local  hospital,  would  seem  to  have  acquired  the  infection  following  the  visit 
of  a family  friend  from  the  Middle  East.  In  view  of  the  association  with  the 
local  hospital  it  was  necessary  to  arrange  for  bacteriological  screening  of  the 
whole  family.  Fortunately  the  father  was  found  to  be  negative  and  no 
problems  arose  in  regard  to  employment.  Following  successful  treatment, 
three  consecutive  negative  specimens  were  obtained  from  the  case  within  a 
month  of  notification. 

PUBLIC  SWIMMING  POOLS 

There  is  only  one  public  swimming  pool  in  the  Urban  District.  It  is 
privately  owned.  Mains  water  is  used  for  filling  at  the  beginning  of  the 
season  and  is  changed  from  time  to  time  during  the  summer  months.  The 
water  at  the  pool  is  treated  by  pressure  filters,  aeration  and  chlorination. 

In  addition  to  the  above  there  are  two  Private  Schools,  seven  County 
Schools  and  a private  housing  estate  with  open-air  swimming  pools.  There 
is  also  an  indoor  swimming  pool  at  one  of  the  local  hospitals,  and  in  a sauna 
opened  during  the  year  in  the  district  there  is  a plunge  bath.  All  were 
supervised  throughout  the  bathing  season. 

A regular  check  was  also  carried  out  on  the  level  of  chlorination  at  the 
two  children's  paddling  pools  in  the  Urban  District. 

WATER  SUPPLY 

(i)  The  water  for  the  whole  of  the  Urban  District  is  supplied  by  the 
Mid-Sussex  Water  Company  and  is  sampled  at  regular  intervals  by  the  Public 
Health  Department.  The  water  was  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity. 

(ii)  The  Company  carried  out  monthly  bacteriological  examination  of 
the  treated  water.  The  water  was  chlorinated  after  filtration. 

(iii)  The  supply  is  not  liable  to  plumbo-solvent  action. 

(iv)  There  was  no  evidence  of  the  supply  being  contaminated. 

(v)  Every  house  in  the  district  is  provided  with  a piped  supply  direct 
to  the  house. 
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HOUSING 

Mr.  C.  A.  C.  Ford,  Housing  Manager,  has  kindly  furnished  the  following 
report  on  the  Council's  housing  activities  for  the  year. 

Applications  for  Accommodation 

The  year  under  review  shows  a tendency  once  more  for  increasing 
numbers  of  persons  to  apply  to  the  Council  for  rented  accommodation,  one 
hundred  and  thirty  four  having  been  received  this  year  as  against  ninety  nine 
in  the  previous  year.  This  increase  is  undoubtedly  due  to  the  shortage  of 
rented  accommodation  in  the  private  sector  and  the  upward  trend  in  the  prices 
of  houses  for  sale,  thus  preventing  young  people  especially  from  considering 
house  purchase. 

By  far  the  greatest  demand  comes  from  young  couples  and  elderly 
persons  for  the  small  accommodation  and  an  increasing  number  of  young 
people  contemplating  marriage  have  applied  for  their  names  to  be  added  to 
the  waiting  list.  In  this  connection  1971  saw  the  building  and  completion 
for  letting  of  forty-two  one  and  two  bedroom  flats  which  were  quickly  taken 
up  by  young  couples  but  with  little  overall  effect  on  the  waiting  list  for  such 
type  of  accommodation.  The  Council  continues  its  policy  for  the  transfer  of 
tenants  living  in  under-occupied  dwellings  to  smaller  accommodation, 
thereby  using  three  bedroomed  houses  once  again  for  families.  The  intro- 
duction of  a further  old  people's  resident  warden  scheme  at  Mayflower  Court, 
New  England  Road,  Haywards  Heath,  in  March,  1971,  made  possible  the 
transfer  of  a number  of  elderly  persons  living  in  family  houses  to  more 
suitable  accommodation  and  gave  the  Council  the  opportunity  to  assist 
further  cases  on  the  " waiting  list  " where  there  were  two  or  more  young 
children.

Properties  Under  Control 

At  the  time  of  preparation  of  this  report  the  Council  had  opened  another 
resident  warden  scheme  for  elderly  persons  at  Cuckfield  known  as  Yew  Tree 
Court,  in  London  Lane,  where  fourteen  one  bed  and  bed  sitting-room  flats 
and  warden's  accommodation  have  been  occupied  since  April,  1972. 
With  this  further  provision,  the  Council  now  has  this  specialised  type  of 
accommodation  for  elderly  persons  available  in  the  three  residential  areas  of 
the  Urban  District.  There  are,  thus,  five  schemes  in  all  now  provided,  three 
in  Haywards  Heath  and  one  each  in  Lindfield  and  Cuckfield,  but  at  Lindfield 
plans  are  already  well  advanced  for  the  provision  of  a further  scheme  of  this 
kind  in  Compton  Road. 

Having  concentrated  during  the  past  twelve  to  eighteen  months  on  the 
needs  of  elderly  persons,  the  Council  has  again  turned  to  the  development  of 
a site  in  Haywards  Heath  for  the  provision  of  sixty-eight  family  houses  with 
three  or  four  bedrooms  per  dwelling  and  these  should  be  available  for  letting 
during  1973.

Future  Building 

With  local  government  reorganisation  now  only  approximately  eighteen 
months  away  and  with  land  in  short  supply  and  further  land  acquisitions  an 
expensive  proposition,  this  Council  is  applying  itself  to  making  the  most  of 
the  resources  which  are  available,  which,  at  the  time  of  writing,  can  represent 
nothing  more  than  a very  limited  development  of  small  sites  for  the  provision 
of  one  or  two  bedroom  units  for  occupation  by  elderly  persons  or  young 
people. 

The  Council  recently  reviewed  its  policy  for  the  sale  of  Council  houses 
and  in  the  light  of  increased  demands  for  rented  accommodation  and  the 
high  cost  of  new  house  building,  decided  for  the  time  being  not  to  sell  any 
more  houses  to  sitting  tenants  in  order  to  retain  its  pool  of  rented  accommo- 
dation.

NOISE  ABATEMENT  ACT,  1960 

Of  the  nineteen  complaints  of  excessive  noise  received  during  the  year, 
one  was  from  industrial  premises  or  equipment,  three  from  commercial  and 
six  from  domestic  premises. 

It  is  again  interesting  to  note  that  only  one  complaint  concerned  industrial 
premises,  the  remaining  complaints  included  road  drills  without  mufflers, 
vehicular  noise,  pop  groups,  a mechanical  saw  and  geese.

IMPROVEMENT  GRANTS 

The  evidence  of  the  value  of  this  work  is  to  be  seen  when  travelling  around 
the  older  sections  of  the  district  and,  whilst  the  added  amenities  and  the 
pleasure  of  the  owners  or  tenants  is  not  readily  apparent,  one  can  see  the 
brighter,  improved  appearance  of  the  houses  and  consequently  the  area.

MILK  SAMPLING 

During  the  last  few  years  the  number  of  retailers  selling  farm  bottled 
non-pasteurised  milk  has  steadily  declined  and  in  the  district  this  milk  is  only 
available  from  one  producer. 

In  1971  six  samples  were  submitted  for  biological  test  and  all  were  free 
from  tubercle  bacilli  and  Brucella  organisms.  These  milk  samples  were  also 
screened  for  penicillin  content  and  reported  by  the  laboratory  to  be  satis- 
factory. 


ICE-CREAM 

There  are  no  premises  registered  for  the  manufacture  of  ice-cream  in  this 
district.  Fifty  premises  are  registered  for  the  sale  of  wrapped  ice-cream. 
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ICE-CREAM  SAMPLING 


Thirty-eight  samples  of  ice-cream  were  tested  during  the  year,  5 were 
Grade  I ; 22  were  Grade  II ; 7 were  Grade  III  and  4 Grade  IV. 

One  thousand  seven  hundred  and  twenty-six  samples  of  ice-cream  have 
been  taken  since  1949  of  which  1,136  were  Grade  I;  488  were  Grade  II; 
85  Grade  III  and  17  Grade  IV. 

CLEAN  AIR  ACTS,  1956  and  1968 


Smoke 

Of  the  24  complaints  of  smoke  and  fumes  during  the  year,  22  concerned 
bonfires,  17  of  these  were  from  persons  about  garden  refuse  being  burnt  by 
neighbours  and  5 were  bonfires  on  business  premises;  the  remaining  two 
being  of  fumes  from  boilers. 

All  complaints  are  investigated  and  are  frequently  from  persons  with  chest 
ailments  or  who  cannot  sleep  because  of  the  smoke  and  sometimes  vile 
stench. 

The  opportunity  is  always  taken  to  advise  people  concerned  on  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Clean  Air  Acts  and  to  point  out  that  on  domestic  premises  the 
mere  lighting  of  a bonfire  is  not  an  offence  but  that  to  have  a bonfire  which  is  a 
nuisance  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  neighbourhood  is  a contravention  of  the 
Act. 

It  may  be  remembered  that  September  of  1971  was  a good  warm  month 
but  the  average  smoke  readings  were  the  highest  September  figures  since 
1966 — due,  I have  no  doubt,  to  garden  bonfires  which  frequently  caused  a 
pall  of  smoke  to  be  over  most  of  the  district  and,  whilst  the  ratepayer  cannot 
reduce  vehicular  pollution,  he  could  most  certainly  reduce  the  bonfire 
pollution  of  the  environment. 

ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION  MEASUREMENT 

At  the  site  in  Queens  Road,  Haywards  Heath,  an  eight-port  instrument 
continued  the  automatic  sampling  of  the  air  to  determine  the  levels  of  smoke 
and  sulphur  dioxide  in  the  district.  This  forms  part  of  a national  survey 
being  carried  out  by  the  Department  of  Trade  and  Industry. 

The  population  of  the  district  is  ever  increasing  and,  since  1962  when 
atmospheric  pollution  records  were  first  started,  has  increased  by  20%. 
The  atmospheric  pollution  by  smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide,  however,  has 
declined  and  generally  over  the  whole  year  the  average  monthly  recordings 
compared  with  1962  have  decreased  by: — 

Smoke  42% 

Sulphur  Dioxide  40% 

Readings  were  not  taken  of  pollution  by  motor  vehicles  but  it  is  apparent 
to  everyone  that  this  has  increased  as,  no  doubt,  it  has  in  every  town.  Whilst 
no  one  has  proved  this  to  be  prejudicial  to  health,  there  is  no  doubt  this  type 
of  environmental  pollution  is  a greater  nuisance  to  the  public  at  the  present 
time  and  can  only  be  reduced  by  either  legislation  and/or  the  motor  manu- 
facturers and  oil  producers. 

DISEASES  OF  ANIMALS  (WASTE  FOODS)  ORDER,  1957 

Of  the  four  pig  keepers  in  this  area,  three  use  swill — one  collects  from  the 
public  and  two  use  the  products  of  their  own  institutions  only.  All  were 
inspected  during  the  year  and  were  found  to  boil  such  food.  One  person 
is  licensed  to  operate  plant  and  equipment  for  boiling  waste  food.

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CONTRAVENTIONS  FOUND  AND  REMEDIED  DURING  1971 
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DISINFESTATIONS 


The  public  seek  the  assistance  of  the  Health  Department  in  dealing  with 
infestations  of  all  kinds  and,  where  possible,  this  is  given.  Wasps  are  dealt 
with  either  by  insecticidal  liquid  or  powder  and,  when  practicable,  the  nests 
are  removed.  The  operator  is  allowed  to  use  his  discretion  as  to  whether  or 
not  he  can  safely  deal  with  wasps'  nests  and  if  there  is  obvious  risk  he  may 
decline  to  do  so.  A charge  is  made  to  cover  the  cost  of  this  work.
